it to southern California power com- 
panies and municipalities or whether 
the power will be leased t oprivate 
the power will be leaded to private in- 
terests.

anxious that Boulder dam be made, an 
example of what the government can 
do, but neither President Coolidge nor 
senate leaders are prepared to go 
along with that view. The president 
feels that the dam should be built 
but that questions relating to power 
can be settled with the private inter- 
ests. 
The public utility people, on the 


other hand, want to know about the 
costs. It is suggested, for instance, 
that the estimates of cost made by 
the reclamation bureau engineers do 
not compare with private estimates, 
especially as to the item of concrete. 
So it has been argued that an inde- 
pendent agency like the war depart- 
ment cngineeis ought to make a sur- 
vey. 
STATES MUST AGREE 


This move, however, is not reiished 


by those who want congress to go 
ahead with the construction of the 
dam at once. Congress is not likely 
to act unless all the states get toget- 
her. Arizona has never signed the 
compact and Utah 
now has with- 


drawn her signature. 


Senator Johnson of California, has 


succeeded in having Boulder dam 
made the unfinished business though 
it may not keep its place on the cal- 
endar. Whatever is accomplished at 
this session, ho\vc\cr. will lend to aid 
the advocates of the measure in get- 
ting right of way next December. The 
Boulder dam question has in it al- 
most as many i»omts of controversy 
as the ship subsidy act of President 
harding's administration or the Mc- 
Xary-IIaugen bill. It will become one 
of the major issues in the next ses- 
sion of congress.

100,000 STILL STRIKING 


In spite of the improvement, it wa 


estimated there still were some 100.00 
still on strike. With partial resump 
tion of the postal services, all inle 
national settlement bus'service an 
with nearly all trains running, how 
ever, the situation was a. little bright- 
er, despite the fact that local shipping 
remained tied up. 


It is noteworthy that there still is 


no sign of anti-foreign strike feeling, 
although increased anti-British agita- 
tion was reported up the Yangtze riv- 
er. At Ichang, Chinese pilots were 
being intimidated and American ships 
were threatened for carrying British 
passengers, while at Chnngsha the 
labor unions t'.ircatened to "condemn" 
to death all Chinese remaining in 
British employ and all those supply- 
ing necessities to the British.

Offers Resolution Approving 


Precedent Set by First 
President 


Washington, D. C.—(XP)—Washing- 


ton's ^birthday anniversary was made 
the occasion Tuesday for the intro- 
duction by Senator LaFolIette. Re- 
publican, Wisconsin, of a resolution 
approving the first president's policy 
oC retirement after two terms. 


The resolution, which went over un- 


der the rules, declares that "any de- 
parture from this time-honored custom 
would be 
unwise, 
unpatriotic and 


fraught with peril to our free insti- 
tutions." The measure was offered by 
the Republican Insurgent leader im- 
mediately at the conclusion of the 
reading to the senate of Washington's 
farewell address by Senator George. 
Democrat. Georgia, and is similar to 
a move in the house to put congress 
on record against President Coolidge 
as a Republican candidate in 192S. 


Its text follows: "Resolved, that it 


is tho sent.c_of the senate, the prece- 
dent established by Washington and 
other presidents of the United Stales 
in retiring from the presidential of- 
fice after their second term, has be- 
come, by universal 
concurrence, a 


part of our Republican 
system 
of 


government, and that any departure 
from this time-honored custom would 
be unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught 


with peril to our free institutions."

and publicists tell us what George Wash- 
ington -would have us do -were he here'to- 
•day. There is hardly a freak notion about* 
'foreign policy which the author cannot 
'"prove" to be that of the first president 
''and which we should continue to follow 
in his name. It does not matter how much 
conditions-have changed. Isolation, for in- 
Vcance, is held to be as desirable now as 
.it was a century and a quarter ago. It 
[docs not matter that Washington never 
in fact advocated isolation, those who be- 
lieve in it hold him up in that light. 


Phil LaFollette made a characteristic 


'speech of the sort on "Washington" be- 
-fore the Muehlenberg unit of the Steuben 
Society at the Blatz Hotel in Milwaukee. 
It was a plea for a change in foreign pol- 
-"JCY—a return to the "ideals'" of the found- 
ers of the republic. Of course, it makes no 
"^difference that government ail over the 
.Iface of the earth, economic and political 
relations, communication and every other 
Standard of life has been revolutionized 
since 1790. and that the infant republic 
then launched has grown to be the rich- 
'cst and most powerful of all nations— 
•we should pursue precisely -the same 
'policies or that period. 


"" Mr. LaFollette says our foreign policy 
jnow is guided by "dollar diplomacy." The 
jchief function of the government in that 


:field, he asserts, is the collecting of debts 
and the aiding of international bankers. 
Because of that policy -we are. he says, 
hated in Europe and South America by 
bur debtors. It might be' pertinent to" ask 
'Mr. LaFollette.what he would do about 
foreign debts. Would he refuse to permit 
them to be contracted in the first in- 
stance, or having been contracted would 
he refuse to permit their collection?

Amundson Making Free Seed And Soil 


Tests By Mail For Outagamie-co Farms 


First it was milk, then it was soil, 


and now it is corn that Robert' A. 
Amundson. county agent, will test by 
mail for farmers. 
Letters announcing this latest ser- 


vice were mailed from the county 
agent's office last week. Mr. Amund- 
son is ready to start the work at 
once, and he will no doubt be extreme- 
y busy until spring planting is well 
under way. 
; 
The testing by mail service is made 


available to farmers entirely through 
he ingenuity, of the county agent. 
Three years ago he devised a system 
_'or testing milk through the mails. 
Last year he added soil to the service, 
and this year he has completed ar- 
rangements to test the 
fertility of 


corn seed. 


METHOD OF TEST 


A new testing system for seed corn 


makes this latter service possible. The 
tester is simple and effective, and it 
s less cumbersome than the old "in- 
cubator" method. Farmers may con 
auct the test themselves if they dc 
sire. 
Here is how it fs done: 
Six or eight sheets of newspaper are 


aid together and soaked thoroughly 
with water, and the corn to be tested 
is sprinkled on the top sheet. Anoth- 
er sheet of wet paper jis iayed over the 
corn, and tho complete mass is rolled 
up tightly like a "cigar" and placed 
in a large fruit jar and covered. The 
jar is kept in a warm room for four 
or five days, which is long enough to 
determine the fertility of the seed. 
The corn docs not mold or dry out in 
this process. 


If farmers prefer to have their coun- 


ty agent do tho work, they should 
notify him and he will mail them spe 
cially prepared sacks for the purpose. 
The only expense to the farmer is 
postage one'way. amounting to about 
5 cents.

is strong, it is of doubtful value, as 
nil poor ears cannot be segregated un 
less a test is made of each ear. accord, 
ing to Mr. Amundson. Shelled corn 
testing below 85 to 90 per cent strong 
should not be used.except under un 
usual circumstances. 


MAKE "EAR TEST" 
, Doubtful corn should be "ear test 
ed." Mr. Amundson advises. In this 
test, a few kernels are taken out from 
each ear which has been numbered 
and placed on testers numbered ac 
cording to the number of ears to be 
tested. 


In selecting samples of seed corn 


for the county agent, from 50 to 100 
kernels should be included in a sam 
pie. If the corn is in the ear, two or 
three kernels should be selected from 
25 or '30 cobs. If it is in bags and 
in different lots, samples should be 
taken from each. 


Questionaires are being sent out" to 


farmers on methods of curing corn in 
an attempt to determine the most ad- 
visable system. 
The questions are 


How old is the corn? Was the see<3 
picked before the frost? Was it ripe? 
How long after was it picked before 
it was hung up, where was it dried 
when was it put into bags? are some 
of the questions asked. 


DON'T DELAY TEST 


Farmers planning 
to have their 


corn tested are urged to send in their 
samples to the county agent at once 
A delay of a few days now may mean 
a delay two or three times as long a 
few weeks from now. 
Mr. Amundson has made the 
fol 


lowing suggestions for selecting soi 
samples: 


If the field is fairly uniform in the 


quality of the soil, .'samples should be 
taken from four or five places, mixet 
up, allowed to dry out. and the flna 
sample selected from the mixture. If 
the field as different kinds of soil in 
it, two or three samples should be 
taken. Samples should not be taken 
from pot holes, swails, gravel or sand 
knolls unless these make up a large 
portion of the field. Care must be

farmers must answer a few questions 
regarding the soil.

meal? 
The farmer also must Indi 


cate the last two crops he has grown 
on the 
field.

In conducting the soil tests, Mr 


Amundson will determine the amouni 
of acidity, and the kind of soil. 
If 


the soil is not of standard quality, he 
will offer suggestions for improving 
it. 


Like the milk samples, 
soil 
and 


seed corn samples arc mailed to the 
county agent in high, narrow cans 
with smaller containers inside. 


Pointing out that there are approxi-

crop. Soon after the seeding, the al 
falfa and rye appeared to be in 
race. Before the first frost came the 
alfalfa had reached the cutting stage 
Mrs. Koester did not 
disturb th 


growth but left it in the field to pro 
tect and fertilize the alfalfa roots. 


The following season, she cut two 


crops of alfalfa and the next season 
three crops In this first field. Sh 
lias been raising, harvesting and feed 
ing alfalfa since her first trial a 
raisins it to her cows, hogs an 
chickens and has had trouble witl 
winter killing only once. To dairy 
men, her first alfalfa field* was as 
strong an attraction as a beautlfu 
flower garden the same size is to wo 
men. 


For chicken feed, Mrs. Koester cut 


the alfalfa in' half inch lengths with a 
feed cutter. She scalds the cut alfal 
fa in milk and mixes it afterward 
with enough of the equal parts o 
bran and corn meal to produce a 
crumbling: mixture. She then adds tc 
the mixture a small portion of pow 
dered lard sccaps. At 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon she gives her chicken 
as much of this mixture as they wi! 
clean up. The mixture is a specia 
preparation, that Mrs. Koester feed 
her'chickens to start them laying an< 
to keep them at it.

An as- 
sociation of local residents organized 
as the Forest Junction Light and 
Power company and executed a 50- 
year contract 
with the F. Paustian 


Milling company of Brillion. Under 
the terms of the contract, the milling 
company built a power line to Forest 
Junction and installed a pole line sys- 
tem in the village for the distribution 
of current. The 
milling company, 


however, agreed to furnish no current 
except on order of {he Forest Junction 
Light and Power company, which ex-, 
acted a toll of $100 from customers 
for the service connection. The Paus- 
tian Milling company disposed of its 
business and obligations to the 
"Wis- 


consin Public Service corporation in 
1923. 


FAIL TO EXTEND SERVICE 


"With the contract effective, 
John 


F. Otto requested service at his apiary 
and residence in the village. 
The 


place is located at the end of a wind- 
ing street, and separated from 
the 


rest of the village by a railroad cross- 
ing with the accompanying telegraph 
lines. Approach of the power line, 
under circumstances, involved consid- 
erable expense, and as Mr. Otto was 
the only consumer of current at the 
location, the companies failed to ex- 
tend the service. 


Later, when Mr. Otto was obliged 


to pay the ?100 service connection in 
order to occupy a. new residence, he 
filed complaint with the railroad com- 
mission, alleging that both the Milling 
company and the Public Service cor- 
poration practiced discrimination in 
refusing and neglecting 
to furnish 


current at his apiary 
and 
former 


residence, and that the Forest Junc- 
tion Light and Power company, in 
controlling the dsitribution of current 
in the village, "was illegally operating 
as a public utility. A public hearing 
was given the complaint at Chilton 
last September. 


It was the finding of the commis- 


sion that in regard to the alleged dis- 
crimination, the

Service corporation is obliged to fur- 
nish service only upon the terms and 


>rated in its rates 


and rules which have been lawfully 
established and filed with the commis- 
sion. "While the commission declares 
it outside of its jurisdiction to pass 
upon the liability of the Forest Junc- 
tion Light and Power company for il- 
legal operations, it forbids the further 
collection of any charges by the local 
organization in connection with the 
distribution of current.

Coolidge Lauds Washington 


In Address To Congress 


Washington. D. C.—Following Is the 


test of the address by President Coo' 
lldgo before tho joint session of the 
house of representatives and tho sen- 
ate- at noon today: 


My fellow Americans: 
On the 22d 


day of February. 1932, America will 
celebrate the two hundredth ahniver- 
«ary of the birth of George "Washing- 
ton. Wherever there are those who 
love ordered liberty, they 
may well 


Join in the observance of that event. 
Although he belongs to us. yet by be- 
ins: a great American he became a 
great world figure. It is but natural 
that hero under the shadows of the 
stately monument rising to his mem- 
ory, in the Capital City bearing his 
name, the country made independent 
by his military genius, and the Re- 
public established by his statesman- 
ship, should already 
begin prepara- 


tions to proclaim the immortal honor 
in which we hold the Father of our 
Country. 


In recognition of the importance of 


this coming anniversary, more than 
two years ago the Congress passed a 
joint resolution establishing a commis- 
sion, which was directed to have this 
address made to the American people 
reminding them of the 
reason and 


purpose for 
holding 
the 
coming 


celebration. It was also considered that 
now would be an appropriate time to 
inform the public that this commission 
desires to receive suggestions concern- 
ing plans for the proposed subdivisions 
under the direction of their governors 
and local authorities would soon ar- 
range for appointing commissions and 
committees to formulate programs for 
cooperation with the Federal Govern- 
ment. When the plans begin to be 
matured they should embrace the ac- 
tive support of educational and relig- 
ious institutions, of the many civic, 
social, and fraternal organizations ag- 
ricultural and trade associations, and 
of other numerous 
activities which 


characterize our national life. 


It is greatly to be hoped that out of 


the studies pursued and the investiga- 
tions made a more broad and compre- 
hensive understanding and a more 
"complete conception of "Washington, 
the man, and his relation to all that is 
characteristic of American life may be 
secured. It was to be expected that he 
would'be idealized by his countrymen. 
His living at a time when there were 
scanty reports in the public press, 
coupled with the inclination of early 
biographers, resulted in a rather imag- 
inary character being created in re- 
sponse to the universal desire to wor- 
ship his memory. The facts of his life 
were of record, but were not easily 
accessible. 
"While 
many 
excellent 


books, often scholarly and eloquent, 
have been written about him, the 
temptation has been "so strong to rep- 
resent him as an heroic figure com- 
posed of superlatives that the real man 
among men. the human being subjected 
to the trials anS temptations common 
to all mortals, has been too much ob- 
scured and forgotten. "When we regard 
him in this character and have revealed 
to us the judgment with which he met 
his problems, we shall all the more un- 
derstand and revere his true greatness. 
No great mystery surrounds him; he 
never relied on miracles. But he was a 
man endowed with what has been call- 
ed uncommon common sense, with tire- 
less industry, with a talent for taking 
infinite pains, and with a mind able to 
understand the universal and eternal 
problems of mankind. 


Washington has come to be known 


to the public almost exclusively as the 
Virginia colonel who accompanied the 
unfortunate expedition 
of 'General 


Braddock as the commander in chief 
of the Continental Army during the 
Revolutionary War, as the first Pres- 
ident of the United States, and as the 
master of the beautiful estate at 
Mount Vernon. This general estimate 
is based to a large extent on the com- 
mand he held in time of war and the 
public office he held in time of peace. 
A recital of his courage and patriot- 
ism, his loyalty and devotion, his self- 
sacrifice, his refusal to be king, will 
always arouse the imagination and in- 
spire the soul of everyone who loves 
his country. Nothing can detract from 
the exalted place which this record en- 
titles him to hold. But he has an ap- 
peal even broader than this, which to- 
day is equally valuable to the people 
of the United States. ?fot many of our 
citizens are to be called on to take 
high commands or to hold high pub- 
lic office. We are all necessarily en- 
gaged in the ordinary affairs of life. As 
a valuable example to youth and to 
maturity, the experience of Washing- 
ton in these directions is worthy of 
much more attention than it has re- 
ceived. 


We all share in the benefits which 


accrued from the independence he won 
and the free Republic he did so much 
to establish. We need a diligent compre- 


, hcnsion and understanding of 
the 


grfat principles of government which 
lit wrought out, but we shall also se- 
cure a wide practical advantage if we 
go beyond thsl record, already so 
eloquently expounded, and 
consider 


him. also as a man of affairs. It was 
in this field that he developed that ex- 
ecutive ability which he later display- 


in the carnp 


chamber. 


and in the council 


It ought always to be an inspiration 


to the young people of the country to 
know that from earliest youth Wash- 
ington showed; a disposition to make 
the most of his opportunities. He was 
diligently industrious—a most admir- 
able and desirable, if seemingly unin- 
teresting, trait. His father, who had 
been educated in England, died when 
his son was 11 years old. His mother 
had but moderate educational advan 


though considerable has been written 
about it. not many people thinli of our 
first President as an agriculturist. He 
prepared a treatise 
on this subject. 


Those who have studied this phase of 
his life tell us he was probably the 
most successful owner and director of 
an agricultural estate in his day. A 
visitor in 17S5 declared "Washington's 
greatest pride was to- be thought the 
first farmer in America." Toward the 
end of his life he wrote: 


"I am led to reflect how much more 


delightful to an ur:r!<»bnuched mind i.« 
the task of making improvements on 
the earth than all the vain glory which 
can be acquired from ravaging it by 
the most uninterrupted career of con- 
quests." 


He always had a great affection for 


Mount Vernon. He increased his land 
holdings from 2.500 to over S.OOO acres. 
3,200 of which he had under cultiva- 
tion at one time. 


His estate was managed in a thor- 


oughly businesslike fashion. He kept 
a very careful set of account books 
for it, as-he did for his other enter- 
prises. Overseers made weekly state- 
ments showing just how each laborer 
had been employed, what crops had 
been planted or gathered. While he 


absent reports were sent to him. 


and he replied in long letters of in- 
struction, displaying wonderful famil- 
arity with details. He was one of the 
irst converts to the benefits of scien- 
tific fertilization and to the rotation of 
crops, for that purpose making elabo- 
rate tables covering five- year periods. 
He overlooked no detail in carrying 
on his farm according to the practice 
of those days, producing on the prem- 
ises most of the things needed there. 
even to shoes and textiles. He began 
the daily round of his fields at sun- 
rise, and often removed his coat and 
helped his men in the work of the day. 


He also sliowed his business ability 


by the skillful way in which he man- 
aged the considerable estates left to 
his two stepchildren by their father. 
So successfully was this done that 
John Parke Custis became, at the age 
of 21. the richest young man in the 
Old Dominion. Prussing tells us that 
Martha Custis was advised to get the 
ablest man in the colony to manage 
her estate and to pay him any salary 
within reason. And he adds: "That she 
chose wisely in marrying the young 
colonel, and got the best of a good bar- 
gain, is the opinion of many." 


He was engaged in many business 


enterprises. 
That 
of the Dismal 


Swamp, comprising drainage and lum- 
ber operations south of Norfolk, was 
handled efficiently by Washington for 
five years subsequent to 1763. In ad- 
dition to his land 
holdings, wisely 


chosen, the rise in value of which ac- 
counted in no small degree for his 
fortune, Washington participated in a 
number of real estate and transpor- 
tation companies. As a private citizen 
he was constantly on the outlook for 
sound investments and for ways to in- 
crease his capital. In the purchase of 
frontier lands and in the promotion of 
plans for the building up and develop- 
ment of new parts of the country he 
was performing important public ser- 
vice. 


Dr. Albert Brushnell Hart, distin- 


guished historian, and a member of 
our commission says: 


"Washington has been criticized for 


buying up land warrants and holding 
on to his title in the face of squatters. 
Actually no American has ever done so 
much to open up vast tracts of land, 
first under the British and then under 
the American flag, fitted to become the 
home of millions of American farm- 
ers." 


After 13 years of effort Washington 


forced the British Government to give 
to the Virginia veterans of the French 
and Indian wars the 200,000 acres of 
western lands promised by the Govern- 
or of that Colony. His management 
and distribution of these bounties were 
carried out in aon eminently efficient 
and satisfactory manner. He acquired 
two large farms in Maryland. During 
a trip to New York State in 1783 he 
saw the possibilities of a waterway 
from the sea to the Great Lakes by 
way of the Hudson River and the Mo- 
hawk Valley—the present route of a 
great barge canal. Because of his busi- 
ness vision he joined with General 
Clinton in the purchase of 6,000 acres 
near TJtica. 


To Washington, the man of affairs, 


we owe our national banks, for had he 
followed the advice of other leaders, 
great but less enlightened on matters 
of finance, the plans 
of Alexander 


Hamilton would not have been real- 
ized. As a result of the war the coun- 
try was deeply in debt, and no credit; 
but the solution of our financial diffi- 
culties suggested by the first Secretary 
of the Treasury was opposed by those 
from rural communities. They argued 
that the large commercial cities wouH 
dominate to the detriment of other 
parts of the country. Both Jefferson, 
Secretary of State, and Randolph. At- 
torney General, in writing opposed the 
incorporation by Congress of a nation- 
al bank. They were joined by Madison 
and Monroe. AH argued against the 
constitutionality of this proposition. 
Hamilton answered their arguments 
fully in his famous opinion. But. had 
the President not been a man of af- 
fairs, had he not been for many years 
a large holder of stock in the Bank of 
England, coming from the estate of 
Daniel Parke Cuttip. he might have 
yielded to the opposition. Because he 
knew something about bank accounts 
and bank credits the bill was signed 
and the foundation 
of our financial 


system laid. 


States to carry on the Revolution. His 
support of financial integrity, becaus 
it was morally right, strengthened the 
Union. 
This practical business ability and 


interest in broad and general affairs 
made him one of the first to re- 
alize that the future of the American 
Empire lay in the regions beyond the 
Alleghcnies in the territory 
of the 


Ohio and the Mississippi. Because of 
this belief, he is said to have been the 
moving- spirit in the first plans for the 
organisation of our public lands. His 
association with the West may have 
darted in the period 1749-1751. when 
he assisted his brother. Lawrence, in 
his various business enterprises, among 
them the Ohio Company, which had a 
grant of 500.000 acres of land on the 
east side of the 
Ohio River. The 


French having driven out the earlj 
British settlers who had started a fort 
where Pittsburgh now stand*. Wash- 
ington, at the age, of 21. volunteered 
to head an expedition for its recovery. 
The comprehensive 
report of 
this 


.\oung man was considered of enough 
importance to be sent from London 
to all the European capitals, by way 
of justifying Great Britain in making 
war upon France. In 1763 he organized 
the Mississippi Company to take place 
of the Ohio Company, which was one 
of the casualties of the war. He ap- 
plied for a grant of 1.000.000 acres of 
land, though he did not receive it. But 
he made his own investments so that 
in the schedule of his property attach- 
ed to his will we find western lands ap- 
praised at over $400.000—along the 
Ohio, the Great Kanawha. in western 
Pennsylvania, in Kentucky, and in the 
Northwest Territory. 


Having a vision of what the West 


meant in the future prosperity of the 
new Republic. Washington 
in 17S4 


journeyed out into the wilds. His diary 
of the trip is filled with interest and 
enthusiasm over the 
possibilities of 


that region. Hulbert. who has made a 
study of it. calls him our first expan- 
sionist, the originator of the idea of 
possessing the West through commer- 
cial relations. "It was a pioneer idea, 
instinct 
with genius." this 
author 


writes, "and Washnigton's advocacy of 
it marks him as the first commercial 
American, the first man typical of the 
America that w-as to be." Due to his 
investments, he became the president 
of the James River Company and of 
the Potomac River Company, organ- 
ized inl?S3 to look into the possibility 
of opening navigation 
through the 


West. 
To the Potomac 
Company, 


which involved the first interstate 
commerce negotiations in this coun- 
try, he devoted four years of service. 
It has been thought that these negoti- 
ations entered into by Washington led 
up almost directly to the calling of the 
Constitutional Convention. They re- 
vealed clearly the difficulty under the 
Articles of Confederation 
of accom- 


plishing anything involving the wel- 
fare of all the States, and showed the 
need of a more strongly 
centralized 


national government. His ability as a 
business man was the strong suppo>-t 
of his statesmanship. It made his po- 
litical ideas intensely practical. 


Washington's Atlantic - Mississippi 


waterway plan was never carried out. 
But his advocacy of it without doubt 
had much to do with 
preventing a 


break in the Union, which threatens^ 
serious consequences. The people of 
western North Carolina, now Tennes- 
see, shut off from the east by moun- 
tains, had no outlet to the sea other 
than the Mississippi, and Spain, con- 
trolling the mouth of this river, levied 
heavy tribute on all commerce pass- 
ing through it. Disappointed at the in- 
ability of the National Government to 
get concessions from Spain, they, in 
1784, established a separate State and 
started negotiations for an association 
with that foreign country. This action 
was rescinded after Washington put 
forth his waterway plan. 


That he should have been respon- 


sible in large measure for the opening 
of the West and for calling attention 
to the commercial advantages 
the 


country might derive therefrom is by 
no means the least of his benefactions 
to the Nation. He demonstrated that 
those who develop our 
resources, 


whether along agricultural, commer- 
cial, and Industrial lines or in any oth- 
er field of endeavor, are entitled to the 
approval, rather than the censure, of 
their countrymen. 


Washington was a builder—a creat- 


or. He had a national mind. He was 
constantly warning his countrymen of 
the danger of settling problems in ac- 
cordance with sectional interests. His 
ideas in regard to the opening of our 
western territory 
were thought out 


primarily for the benefit of the Nation. 
It has been said that he -would have 
been "the greatest man in America 
had there been no Revolutionary War." 


He was largely instrumental in se- 


lecting the site for our National Capi- 
tal, influenced in nos mall degree by 
his vision of the commercial possibil- 
ities of this locality. It included his 
plan of the waterway to the West, 
through the Potomac, the Mononga- 
hela. and the Ohio Rivers, which he 
used to speak of as "the channel of 
commerce to the extensive and valu- 
able trade of a rising Empire." He, of 
course, could not foresee the develop- 
ment of railway transportation and 
the great ocean-going vessels, because 
of which the seat of our Government 
became separated from active contact 
with commerce and was left to develop 
as the cultural and intellectual center 
of the Nation. Due to the genius of 
L'Enfant, the great engineer, this city 


which would accrue to his country as 
the results of faith in spiritual things. 
He recognized that religion was the 
main support of free institutions. In 
his Farewell Address he said: 


"Of all the dispositions and habits 


which lead to political prosperity, rc- 
legion and morality are indispensable 
supports. In vain 
would that man 


claim the tribute ot patriotism who 
should labor to subvert these great 
pillars of 
human happiness—these 


firmest props of the duties of men and 
citizens. The mere politician, equally 
with the pious man. ought to respect 
and to cherish them. A volume could 
not trace all their connections with 
private and public felicity. Let it sim- 
ply be asked. Where is the security for 
property, for reputation, for life, if the 
sense of religious obligation desert the 
oaths which are the instruments of in- 
vestigation in courts of justice. And 
let us> with caution indulge the suppo- 
sition that morality can be maintained 
without religion. 


"Whatever may be conceded to the 


infCuence of defined education on minds 
of peculiar structure, reason and ex- 
peni-nce both forbid us to expect that 
national morality can prevail in exclu- 
sion of religious principle. It is sub- 
stantially true that virtue or morality 
is a necessary spring of popular gov- 
ernment. The rule indeed extends with 
mere or less force to every species of 
free government. Who that is a sin- 
cere friend to it can look with indif- 
ference upon attempts to shake the 
foundation of the fabric?" 


Without bigotry, without intoler- 


ance, he appeals to the highest spir- 
itual nature of mankind. His genius 
has filled the earth. He has been rec- 
ognized abroad as "the greatest man of 
our own or any age." He loved his fel- 
low men. He loved his country. That 
he intrusted their keeping to a Divine 
Providence is revealed in* the following 
prayer which he made in 1791: 


"Let us unite, in imploring the Su- 


preme Ruler of Nations, to spread His 
holy protection 
States: to turn 


over these United 
the machinations of 


the wicked, to the confirming of our 
Constitution: to enable us. at all times, 
to root out internal sedition and put 
invasion to flight; to perpetuate to our 
country that prosperity which His 
goodness has already conferred; and to 
verify the anticipations of this Gov- 
ernment being a safeguard of human 
rights." 


He was an idealist in the sense that 


he had a very high standard of private 
and public honor. He was a prophet to 
Lhe extent of being able to forecast 
with remarkable vision the growth of 
the Nation he founded and the chang- 
ng conditions which it would meet. 
But. essentially, he was a very prac- 
tical man. He analyzed the problems 
Before him with a clear intellect. Hav- 
ng a thorough understanding, he at- 
:acked them with courage and energy, 
with patience and 
persistence. 
He 


brought things to pass. When Patrick 
Henry was asked in 1774 whom he 
:hought was the greatest man in the 
Continental Congress, he replied: 


"If you speak of eloquence. Mr. Rut- 


ledge, of South Carolina, is by far the 
greatest orator; but if you speak of 
solid information and sound judgment. 
Colonel Washington is unquestionably 
;he greatest man on that floor." 


His accomplishments were great be- 


cause of an efficiency -which marked 
lis every act and a sublime, compelling 
faith in the ultimate triumph of the 
right. As we study his-daily life, as we 
read his letters, his diaries, his State 
papers, we come to realize more and 
more his wisdom, his energy, and his 
efficiency. He had the moral efficiency 
of an abiding religious faith, empha- 
sizing1 the importance of the spiritual 
side of man, the social efficiency shown 
>y his interest in his fellow men, and 
n his realization 
of the 
inherent 


strength of a people united by a sense 
of equality and freedom, the business 
efficiency of a man of affairs, of the 
owner and manager of large properties, 
.he governmental 
efficiency 
of 
the 


:ead of a new nation, who taking an 
untried political system made it oper- 
ate successfully, of a leader able to 
adopt the relations of the government 
to the people. He understood how to 
ranslate political theory into a work- 
able scheme of government. He knew 
.hat we can accomplish no permanent 
good by going to extremes. The law 
of reason must always be applied. He 
'ollowed Milton, who declared, "* * * * 
aw In a free nation hath ever boon 
public reason." and he agreed with 
3urke that "Men have no right to 
what is not reasonable." 


It Is a mark of a great man that he

Washington placed 
portant positions in his Cabinet. Jef- 
ferson, with his advocacy of the ut- 
most degree of local self-government 
and of States* rights, and Hamilton. 
whose theories of a strong national 
government led him to advocate the 
appointment of State governors by the 
President. Either theory carried to the 
extreme soon would have brought dis- 
aster to what has proved the most 
successful experiment in liberty under 
proper go\-ernmental restraint in the 
history of the world. 


It is due to his memory that we 


guard the sovereign rights, of the in- 
dividual States under our Constitution 
with the same solicitude that we main- 
tain the authority of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in all matters vital to our 
continued national existence.

ence has shown will endure was be- 
stowed upon Washington, and Wash- 
ington alone. Many others have been 
able to destroy. He was able to con- 
struct. That he had around him many 
great minds does not detract from his 
glory- His was the
